TWO RAILROAD STORIES 


A Stampede—A Wild Prairie Locomo- 


tive. 


R. R. Randall, of Lincoln, Ne- 


braska, was in Toledo a few days 
since, says the Railroader, and le- 
lated some instances of his first ex- 
perience in railroading in Illinois. 
It was in 1854, and Mr. Randall 
was then a boy. The Springfield 
& Meredosia railroad, at present 
forming the oldest link in the great 
Wabash system, had just been built. 


The railroad buildeis of thi.t day 


had some peculiar ideas. The west- 
ern terminus of the Springfield A 
Meredosia was located in the public 
-•pare in Jacksonville, right in the 


' heart of the city. 
When tlie road 


' was finished a grand excursion wan 
given to Jacksonville. 
Thousands 


of people, very few ot whom hail 
seen a locomotive, came into the 
city from the surrounding eonntiy 
The streets adjoining the square 
were literally packed with all Kinds 
of vehicles. Some one i-iied out, 
"The train is coming'" The people 
uished into the square to sec (lie 
wonderful sight, and lelt the horns 
and wagons standing all around tin. 
bquare. The engine, then an ol>|«_t 
much more frightful to dumb brutf 
than now, came puffing and scream 
ing and panting down into the 
square, throwing out great clouds of 
steam and black smoke, the engiaet r 
evidently intent on showing the 
people how much fuss the old thing 
tonld make. The horses outside 
panted and snorted in imitation of 
the terrible iron monster which was 
frightening 
them to 
distraction. 


Then a stampede commenced, and 
buch a stampede was never seen 
before. 
A thousand runaways were 


in full blast at the same time. Mr. 
Randall estimates that in less than 
three minutes after the arrival of 
the first train in Jacksonville, a half 
do/en whole vehicles could not be 
found in Morgan county. Fortu- 
nately but few persons were serious-

prairies near Springfield, in the «um 
rncroflR45. The engine had near-} 
ly completed a circuit of five or six 
miles over the rough, uneven surface 
of the prairie, crushing down the 
tall grass in its track, when getting 
jap considerable speed on the home- 
stretch, it struck an unusually large 
gopher hill and toppled over, break- 
ing some of the machinery. The 
trip from Chicago to St. Ijouis was 
never made.
